CANADA'S  FIRST  GOLD  COINS  ISSUED 
BY  BRITISH  COLD^miA 

In  the  l860's  while  Eastern  Cana- 
da was  content  to  do  business  with 
cents  and  half-cents,not  so  British 
Columbia.  There  they  decided  to 
enter  an  era  of  big  business,  and 
,set  about  coining  ten-dollar  and 
twenty-dollar  gold  pieces.  These 
gold  coins  now  rank  among  the  rare 
coins  of  the  world;  as  far  as  is 
known  there  are  only  seven  of  the 
twenty-dollar  pieces  and  four  of 
the  ten-dollar  pieces  in  the  world 
today.  It  is  not  known  how  many 
coins  were  originally  struck  nor 
whether  permission  was  granted  by 
the  Colonial  Office,  for  official 
records  of  the  old  colony  have  been 
lost.  It  is  unofficially  said 
that  the  Colonial  Office  forbade 
their  circulation. 

The  dies  for  these  remarkable 
coins  are  still  preserved  in 
Victoria,  capital  city  of  British 
Columbia,  though  greatly  multilated 
They  were  the  work  of  a cameo-cutter 
in  San  Francisco.  The  dies  were 
cut  too  large,  with  the  result  that 
both  coins  were  some  twenty  percent 
overweight,  so  that  it  was  possibly 
by  melting  a twenty-dollar  gold 
piece  to  obtain. twenty- four  dollars 
worth  of  gold.  It  is  little  wonder 
that  they  did  not  stay  long  in  cir- 
culation, and  are  now  so  rare. 

A large  number  of  trial  pieces 
were  first  struck  in  silver,  and 
are  frequently  found  in  coin  col- 
lections today.  A New  York  dealer 
reported  that  several  had  passed 
through  his  hands  in  late  years.  It 
was  not  until  1908  that  gold  coins 
were  again  minted  in  Canada.

FRENCH  COLONIAL  COUNTERMARKS

One  of  the  most  interesting 
phases  of  numismatics,  and  at  the 
same  time  one  of  the  most  confusing, 
is  the  study  of  countermarked  coina 
The  series  is  interesting  because  of 
the  many  variations  to  be  found; 
confusing  because  the,  counterstamp 
frequently  offers  very  little  to 
aid  in  attribution. 

Within  this  series  a most  fascina- 
ting section  is  to  be  found  in  the 
countermarked  coins  of  the  French 
possessions  in  the  West  Indies  dur- 
ing the  period  of  the  Napoleonic 
Wars.  In  the  variety  of  counter- 
stanps  and  coins  used,  this  group 
presents  a very  intriguing  subject 
for  study. 

Most  of  the  French  colonies  in 
the  West  Indies  have  nearly  identi- 
cal histories.  They  were  discovered 
and  colonized  in  the  17th  and  early 
l8th  centuries.  Later  in  the  l8th 
century  they  changed  hands  frequent- 
ly as  a result  of  the  numerous  con- 
tinental wars  engaged  in  by  France. 
By  l80C,  they  were  almost  all  held 
by  the  British.  In  1802,  by  the 
Treaty  of  Amiens,  they  were  retumal 
to  France  but  were  again  lost  in  the 
ensuing  Napoleonic  struggles,  some 
as  early  as  l803,  others  as  late  as 
1810.  There  are  a great  many  coun- 
terstamped  coins  of  this  short  peria 
of  French  domination. 

The  only  notable  exception  to  the 
above  general  history  is  San  Domingo 
or  Haiti,  which  followed  its  own 
revolutionary  course.  Its  counter- 
mark  during  this  period  is  normally 
the  letters  S D.  After  Napoleon's 
rise,  however,  we  find  the  S D with 
an  N above,  and  also  an  N topped  by 
a device  which  at  first  glance  looks 
like  an  apple  with  two  eyes,  but  is 
actually  a crown.  From  the  same 
island  at  this  time  are  the  coins 
counterstamped  either  LC,  or  with  a 
C twined  about  a crowned  anchor,  for 
Le  Cap. 

Guadeloupe  and  the  Lesser  Antilles 
follow  the  normal  history.  The 
countermark  of  Guadeloupe  is  usually 
a G,  either  alone,  crowned,  or  in  a 
sixteen  pointed  star.  At  times  R F, 
for  Republique  Francaise,  or  an 
eagle  for  Napoleon  was  used,  and 
frequently  the  local  denomination  is 
found.  Sometimes  several  of  these 
marks  are  found  on  the  same  coin, 
and  frequently  on  "bits"  of  other 
coins.  In  the  Antilles,  Les 
Saintes  used  L S;  La  Desirade  a 
heart  and  GLD:  Saint  Martin  a 
fleur  de  lis,  SM,  or  S Martin, 

Martinique  used  an  eagle,  topped 
by  the  value,  an  M,  or  a heart, 
sometimes  crowned.  The  bits  cut 
from  the  center  of  a coin  in  Marti- 
nique were  usually  heart  shaped. 
Sainte  Lucie's  counterstamps  were  a 
monogram  SL,  plain  S L,  or  S LUCIE. 
Saint  Eustache,  another  small  island

GUARANTEED  PICTURE  PIECES 

"When  the  government  coinage  proves 
unsatisfactory  to  your  needs, then, 
and  only  then  should  you  commence 
coining  your  own  change  1"  So 
thought  the  innkeepers  and  traders 
of  England  during  the  middle  seven- 
teenth century. 

Authorized  small  change  produced 
for  exchange  was  a sad  affair.  The 
farthing,  half  pence,  and  pence 
struck  by  the  government  in  silver 
was  so  small  and  thin  as  to  be 
losses  rather  than  gain  to  the 
traders.  Thus  came  into  being  the 
Tavern  and  Trader  tokens  struck 
off  by  monastic  groups  and  indivi- 
dual business  men  large  and  small, 
especially  the  tavern  owners  who 
advertised  their  establishments. 
These  tokens  were  sound  coins  readi- 
ly accepted  by  the  trades  and  pub- 
lic as  well,  more  so  than  the 
government  issues. 

"Abbey-pieces,"  "Nuremberg 
counters,"  and  accomodation  bills 
became  payable  at  sight.  The  Abbey 
coins  were  about  the  size  of  a 
florin,  and  usually  had  a religious 
inscription  in  Latin  around  them, 
while  the  Nuremberg  rounders  pic- 
tured a counting  table  on  one  side, 
and  an  emblematic  device  on  the 
other. 

James  I granted  Lord  Harrington 
the  exclusive  privilege  of  striking 
official  copper  tokens,  but  picked 
the  wrong  man.  Needless  to  say  the 
whole  affair  was  dishonorable  to 
everyone  including  the  public,  so 
much  so  that  only  those  tokens 
issued  privately  were  trusted  and 
accepted  by  the  people  who  increased 
the  demand  for  them. 

The  proprietor  of  the  famed  inn 
"The  Cock"  closed  the  doors  to  its 
customers  during  the  Plague  but  not 
before  he  advertised  the  fact  that 
"To  all  persons  who  have  any  accouris 
with  the  master,  or  farthings  be- 
longing to  the  said  house  that  they 
might  be  paid  o^'  exchanged  for 
proper  currency . " 

These  honest  tokens  were  far  more 
fascinating  to  children  and  grown- 
ups than  any  government  issues. 

With  illustrations  of  whales, crowns, 
bears,  crows,  axes,  bottles,  shovels 
boots,  razors,  hens,  boars,  cats, 
fiddles,  pigs,  tinderboxes,  and 
many  others,  they  were  like  huge 
picture  books  when  spread  out  in 
large  squares  on  a table,  but  twice 
as  interesting. 

The  English  Mint  after  the  Restoi^ 
ation  struck  off  pattern  farthings 
in  copper,  having  for  the  first 
time  (1665)  a figure  of  Britannia 
on  the  reverse;  but  it  was  not  until 
1671  that  a half-pence  and  farthing 
were  generally  issued.  It  took 
until  l67i:.  before  trader  tokens 
were  effectually  banned  by  Royal 
proclamation.  (clarence  Fink)
